( huz/.lt uit's time In America, a remarkable mau. Tho

strike has brought him to Hie front. Before tho strike
he was a working engineer in Newcastle,.I think ono of

Bir William Armstrong's men. -hen the men formed
their Nine Hours' League, Mr. Burnett was made Presi¬

dent, and ho has since been the mainspring of the

organization, or at any rato has been the leader and

trusted adviser of his comrade«. I had heard his anility
very highly spoken of long before bia name was prind¬
in the Ixi-don papers. At last he has become famous

even In London. The Time* ot this morning
gives him s column and a ball of Its largest
type and on it« best page.

* Henceforward,
he has only to choose what place he will take either in

English politics or In the far deeper movements which
underlie politics, and which sometimes, as lu Mr.

Burnett's case, send a man whirling suddenly up Into

sight of the every-day world. His appearance this

morning Is scarcely a favorable omen for the Newcastle

employers. The ffstM Is a pretty good barometer. 81r

William Armstrong Is s very distinguished man. When

he wrote to the .great Journal It was nat ni al enough that

he should bare the honor« of what is sometimes called

Duke's type. But when Mr. Burnett replies at equal
length, and receives the same consideration, and same

type, and a leading article also, It is time for the masters

to look out. You wUl perhaps think I make too much of

so trifling a matter a* the «ire of the type in which it

pleases The Times to print a letter, but in this country of

forms and Iron-bound customs it Is really a signillcant
thing. I may add that The Times does itself credit by its

almost ostentatious fairness as between the employers
and the worklngmen. I do not know whether I ought to

apologize for recurring so often to the strike, but It

grows In importance, and it is seldom that a trade dis¬

pute has enlisted so much public Interest on one side and

the other.
This letter of Mr. Burnett Is really able, and bears

every mark of being his own throughout, down to the

"Your«, respectfully," which Isa very unconventlonul

form of signature. It Is an answer to Sir William Arm¬

strong's assertion that the present embittered feeling be¬

tween employer« and men, and the unexpected prolong¬
ation of the strike, are the fault of the men, and not of

the employers. When I commented, In a former letter,
on Blr William's statement, I sold he had failed to make

out his csse, and I suggested that be bad omitted a good
many facts essential to s fair Judgment. Mr. Burnett

supplies them, sod goes point by point over the more Im¬

portant allegations of the oomblned employers. For In¬

stance, the 1,876 men whom they claim m having either

never left their employment, or a« having «one back, in¬

clude men of all grade«, clerk», draughUmen,
and farmers, who never cool- bare been prop-

erly reckoned among worklngmen. and would

have llttls or no sympathy In any such strug¬

gle. As to the men Imported from foreign countries, on

whom Sir William wllee. the testimony of the EnglUb-
men st work with them in the same shop« 1« that they
"are not equal to snything like the ssme amount of work

as wa« performed by the sid bands."
Threughout hi» letter Ar William nude it s charge

against tbe men that they sought " to wrest concessions

from their employers by force of combination." Mr.

Burnett replie»:
"Sir William forget» to state that before the Nine

Hour»' League wasioi med by the men, th. cuioloyen of
Newcastle set the example of combination It wa« re¬

ginning), that " this meeting of oar employer* had avery
»trong effect In willing Into exlatenea the counter organi¬
sation called the Nine nour»' League." Aa the Bander-
land men had been blamed for acting h**tily, Mr. Bar¬
nett and hi* comrade* reeolved to proceed eaatloualy.
They thereforo addressed a circular to the employers
couched In the most courteona tt-nn*, making H evident
that their doairo was for a friendly settlement. Thl» wa*
the overture which the employer* rop-Ail^d by * lawyer's
letter winding up* with "we decline to a^-ede to your
request." Neveriheles», the men persevered, " feeling,"
says Mr. Burnett, " that we wero In duty bound to make
good the position gained hy the men of Banderland, for
it will be readily aeen that, ha i not we made a deter¬
mined effort to giiin the same term* for ourselves, the
men of Bitudcrlaiid would soon have liecn reduced to
their former condition." They asked for »i In¬

terview ltetwecn *lx of the employer* »nd sir

of themselves, and to this, a* to the ronner, they got a

lawyer's negative. The iuci lentof the premature strike,
which served a* a prefoxt for the employer's refusal, Is

fully explained by Mr. llurnett. The men in that shop,
one of the smallest in Newcastle, had struck contrary to

the wishes of the League, and it wa* a question in eon-

sequence, after the general strike had begun, whether

ttii'y should bo taken under the protavtlonof tho laoafruc«.
The "without notice." which 8ir William put* lu italie*,
was simply in pursuance of a rule In that shop that no

notice wa* required on either side, so that, says Mr.

llurnett, dryly, " the ltnlica were really not needed."
Mr. llurnett jmlnts out that, by Blr William's admission,
this was only a pretext Even now he doe» not go
beyond saying that but for the strike a written commu¬

nication would ha »e been suggested, and yon perceive
iii,it in any raae an interview would not have been

granted. "About 300 men had, unfortunately, been
rather unruly, ami yet these gentlemen, who profesa to

have been !iiiT.i»nis for a settlement, determined to visit

the «in of -00 upin the heads of the 7,oou or 8,000 who, as

yet, had dum; nothing." The beginning of Hie actual
strike Is thijs described by Mr. Ruruett :

Then cum" the attempt of the Mayor of Newcasth' to

bring alunit a settlement, all mention of which Kir Wil¬
liam omitted, although It wa* fully reported lu the pa-
pere, and the linn thriiisrlvc« reprinted the whol« of the

proceedings lu a pamphlet, which did not look a« if they
thought they were ta» blame for Its failure:

sjs-uk in tin ir name, goes on to say:
"1 statetl further that I had reason to believe, that if,

at my request, the mastars were willing that tlve or six
of their iiuinlxT »hoiil.I meet as many of tim n presenta-
tives of the men, I should Hud BO difficulty lu trotting
»nil a proposal aici'iletl to, provided it emanated from

myself a* a third party. I was asked, I believe by the
chairman, Hir William Armstrong, whether I wasauthor-
it-fil by the representatives of tho men to make »uch a

prop..ski.iii.

THE CUAROEI OF M.RDER.THE EVIDENCE.
RO.t_RITY OK THE MORMON..

Pai.t Lake City, Sept. 29..The past twenty-
four hour» have brought no new developments, but only
a plentiful . rop of rumors. Members of the bar assert
that new Indictments will be found against tho Mormon
leaders, and that In tracing out the crimes which haio
been from time to time-committed In this Territory tes¬

timony Is sought against prominent Mormons only, the
more obocurc, even though uot less guilty, persons being
passed by. Public sentiment outside of Utah has long
connected Brigham Young and the prominent members
of his church with the massacre at Mountain Meadow,
300 miles south of this etty, about 14 years ago,
as well as with the «ecret murder of Hartley,
Bn_-il' H, and Kobl.ison. There have always been
"Gentile»" in the Territory who have constantly
Indicated an undoubtlng belief In the crim¬
inal connection of Brigham Young with these horrible
affairs. On the contrary, the Mormons, one and all,
while deploring In words the atrocities mentioned, have

vigorously asserted that no promtu« nt member of the
Mormon Church had ever been guilty of any of these

crimes, or had In auy sense aided or abetted them.

Brigham Young once declared, In answer to an Inquiry
from your correspondent as to his connection with the
Mountain Meadow massacre, that be knew nothing of It
until some time after It occurred, aud that he did not

belters a single member of his Church had any hand In

It, although he felt that "some of the brethren acted
like fools after the terrible affair occurred." He at¬

tributed the whole affair to Indian»; but no doubt
s«, ins to exist in the minds of "Gentiles" familiar
with the revolting details of that wholesale butchery,
by which more than 100 emigrants lost their lives,
that the murdering party was led by white
men disguised as Indians ; and it cannot be denied that
the circumstantial evidence against some of the Mormon
settler» In the vicinity Is strong. But, in all fairness be

It said, the Mormons have repeatedly expressed a will¬
ingness to aid in the investigation of these ca_es, and
have dei lared that they will not shield the guilty among
them from punishment. Mormonlsm han, however, as

Its basts, a leeret system of government, similar in ehar-
seter to the Masonle org.iniz.ition, and some who have
aii.iiiilone.l the " Church " declare that it is the duty of

every true Mormon to shield a brother from punishment
for all crimes save those involving the purity of woman.

The determination with which they defend the wives
and daughters of the fl.ick from contamination is a re¬

markable feature of this remarkable society, fur a male
member of the " Church " to be guilty of any lewd act

Is for him to secure universal condemnation. In fact, I
have little doubt that some of the sudden deaths which
have from time to time occurred here would, if tia», able,
be found to have been only the ordinary and prescribed
punishment for some act of sexual Infidelity.
With a view of ascertaining the line of .l.-fen«. whii h

the Mormons propose to adopt, your correspond« nt had
brief lntervlows with several leading men of the Church,
and one of special importance with Joseph A. Young,
Brigham'» oldest son. The following paragraphs contain

the results of this conversation, as well as hints from all
sources regarding the defense intended by tbe leaders ;
but it must not be forgotten in reading them that they
present the case only from the Mormon point of view.

In the Interview with Joseph Young, your correspondent
was Informed that he (Joseph) together with his father and
the other person» whose name» I mentioned in my letter
of yesterday, were hourly anticipating arrest on a charge
of murder, for which, as they had been Informed, they had
been or were to be Indicted. I asked Joseph If he kuew

anything about the killing of Yates m 18S7 by Hickman,
who had stated that be killed Yates in response to an or¬

der from Brigham Young, which order was communi¬

cated by Joseph. He replied that his recollection of the af¬
fair was that on one occasion in the Fall of 18.7,when some

Mormon »uldiers were guarding the Weber cafton, ea.t

of Salt Lake, for the purpose of Intercepting Jo. John¬
son's army sent by Secretary of War Floyd, he was di¬
rected by his father to carry a bundle of dispatches to
(len. D. II. Well», the commander of the Mormon force;
on his way out he met Bill Hickman, wno Informed bim
that he bad certain deserters from Johnson's army and
other prisoner« whom he was carrying to Bait Lake,
among whom was one Yates, who had been caught as a

¦py; and that afterward Hickman boasted that be had
killed Yates before reaching the etty. Joseph expressed
it aa his opinion that It would be difficult to find any

Jury of 13 men, however carefully pocked, or however
unfriendly in character, who would convict any person
of the «mallett offense on the unsupported testimony of
tbe notorious outlaw Hickman. He further remarked
that all the persons who bad been mentioned aa having
been indicted, were holding themselves In readiness for

arrest, some of tbem at no little Inconvenience, as tbey
did not propose to be accused of skulking or of seeking
to evade the service, of any writ, however absurd or ille¬

gal. Such, he »aid, he believed to be tbe feeling of all
whom rumor bad connected with the labors of the Grand
Jury.

I have taken some pain» to find out something about
the man Yates, who was killed by Hickman. It appear»
that be was a mountaineer, who made a living by hunt

iug and by trading with the Indians. The Mormons looked
upon bim as by no mean» an unfriendly person, and gave

bim free admission to their eamps when stationed at

Weber to intercept tbe United States forces. On one oc¬

casion, as I am Informed by Daniel H. Wells, who was

the commander of tbe Mormon militia, one of bis officer»
informed bim that Yate» wa« in camp seeking to sell
some gunpowder end Indian goods. Wells gave orders

that the powder be purchased, but declined to toke tbe
Indian trinket«. Yates refused to sell s portion and not

tbe whole of his mercbaudlae, and left tbe camp m dis¬

pleasure. It wa« subsequently learned through o de¬

serter that Yates took tbe goods to Johnson'« army sad

disposed of tbem, at tbe some time giving fall Informa¬

tion sa to tbe number and position of tbe Mormon troops.
Yate« was afterword captured as s spy and forwarded
In core of Hickman to Bolt Lake, which locality It Is be¬
lieved he never reached.
In view of the fset that the killing of Yate« under such

circumstance» as I bave detailed, might be construed m

a necessary war measure, rather than u sn unprovoked
and brutal murder, the quesUon Is asked, doe« not the

proclamation of Jame« Buchanan, under date of April
18M, cover the offense, and render It lmpoaaibls for sa

Indictment to Ile against the offender«! L'ndouMedly
